THE CYCLONE.

To get an idea of a cyclone’s forma­ 
tion imagine a large circ ular pan or tub 
with quite a large hole in the middle 
of the bottom. With this hole plugged, 
fill the vessel with water; then draw 
>ut the plug and watch. There is first a 
tush of water from all directions toward 
the hole and a turbulent effort to get 
through. Then the water surface above 
begins to sink and swirl, the particles 
gradually circling around and around 
and rushing, ever faster, toward the 
renter. 
At last there is actually a hol­ 
low space through the center, around 
which all the water in the tub is w h irl­ 
ing. sluggishly near the rim, but with 
more and more violent rapidity toward 
the middle until it rushes downward 
through the bottom. Now, if that water 
were air, you would be watching a little 
cyclone turned upside down, for the air 
rushes upward instead of downward. 
In the cradle of cyclones during the 
summer months, when the land and the 
water grow hotter and hotter 
b e c a m e 
of the longer days than nights, a layer 
of air, hot, light and full of vapor, is 
lor a time held down by denser air 
above it. Restless, expanding, tum ultu­ 
ous, it moves about like a beast at bay 
until a thinner place in the air above is 
found. 
Then up it madly rushes and 
into the vacuum left hi hind the lower 
atmosphere hastens from all directions, 
pushing and twisting and pouring up­ 
ward until it has fallen into a regular 
spinning around a common center. 
The cyclone, 
once formed, 
r u sh es 
away from the tropics toward tho pole, 
and begins its career of destruction, 
bruising, wrecking and sinking the 
luckless ships which happen to bo in 
its path. 
More and more of tho sur­ 
rounding atmosphere is drawn into the 
w hirl until the storm often covers an 
area nearly 1,000 miles 
111 diameter. 
Sometimes it flings itself upon our A t­ 
lantic coast and tears fiercely through 
forests, fields and cities. 
Then again it 
sweeps away across the broad ocean and 
dashes itself upon the coasts of Europe. 
Once in aw hile it so adroitly avoids 
the land that we never know it has 
passed until ships come iu turn and 
broken.— St. Nieholas.

“ Instead of deprecating country 
life and saying that ‘to Jive in the coun­ 
try means to live out of the w orld,’ in­ 
telligent people know that the free, un- 
trammeled life of the country unques­ 
tionably gives broader views. 
The h u­ 
man mind always grows to suit its out­ 
ward surroundings. Originality and a de­ 
velopment for great things have naught 
to check its growth where one can look 
w ith earnest eyes from nature up to na ­ 
ture’s God. 
To speak of ‘the ignorance 
of the rural n gions’ is to stamp oneself 
as an ignoramus, not the country peo­ 
ple. 
There is a soundness of core and 
an intelligence in the back country of 
this nation of ours that people who live 


111 cities and 
think themselves wise 
never suspect. 
We can tjilk all we like 
of ‘social revolutions’ and kindred evils 
that are supposed to threaten this na ­ 
tion.

DOORS OF V E N E E R . 


|>v* Do o m, Not E ven Hie More Co» *-

The very finest o f doors are made 
nowaday s of veneer on a body of pine. 
Even when made of maho g any or some 
other co stly wood doors have to be ve­ 
neered. 
Tlv body of the door is made 
of a plain, straig ht g rained maho g any , 
While the surfuoes are veneers of line 
wood. 
In the finest doors the body is made 
of selected w hite pine, free from sap 
and perfectly seasoned, which is cut in ­ 
to narrow strips and then g lued to ­ 
g ether. The outer edg es of this door are 
faced with what is called a veneer, but 
which is really a strip of the fine wood 
half an inch or more in thickness. 
The 
inner edg es of the frame, by the panels, 
are covered in the same manner with 
thick strips, in w hich the ornamental 
mo lding s or carving s are 
made and 
which are g rooved re receive the panels. 
This built up frame of white pine, 
with edg es of the fine wood, is then 
veneered with the fine wood. 
In some 
lig hter doors the panels may he of solid 
mahog any , but in the finer, larg er and 
heavier doors the panels also are made 
o f sheets of w hite pine with a veneering 
of the fine wood, so that the entire door 
is veneered. 
It wo uld he difficult, if not. im po ssi­ 
ble, to procure at any co st maho g any 
lumber in line and beautiful woods *'f 
sufficient si/e for the larg er doors. The 
built 
up and veneered door of pine 
wood, however, has every appearance 
of a solid door, and, made of selected 
veneers, it may be more beautiful than 
a solid door wo uld he. 
It is more serv­ 
iceable and remains long er perfect, 
its 
cost is about half what a so lid door 
would co st.— New York Sun.

T hey have know n the polar b ear to 
take a stone or a hu ge lu m p of ice in 
his foro paw s and from a favorab le 
height, as a cliff or a precipitou s ice 
hill, to hu rl the m issile down u pon the 
head of a w alru s, an enorm ou s b ru te 
often tw ice the size of the b ear, and so 
stu n him tha t b ru in cou ld ru sh in and 
com plete the destru ction at his leisu re, 
thu s secu ring a m on th’s rations. 
T he most u su al food of the ice b ear, 
as the G erm ans very appropriately call 
this b east, is the common seal of the 
arctic regions. 
T he latter is the w a r i­ 
est anim al of the north, and b oth E sk i­ 
mo and pillar b ear need their b est s tr a t­ 
egy to catch it. 
In the su m m er time, when the snow 
is off the ice of the ocean shore and 
islets, the seals can b e plainly seen as 
b lack dots on the ice, prob ab ly asleep, 
b u t alw ays near their holes, w hich lead 
dow n throu gh the thick ice to the w ater 
b elow, and into w hich they can throw 
them selves 
b y 
the 
least 
m ovement. 
B ru m , seeing one afar, w alks u p as 
near as he deems safe and then b egins 
craw ling 011 his w ary prey. 
T he seal, if the w eather b e su nny 
and pleasant, takes short naps, relieved 
b y shorter m om ents w hen it is scanning 
the vicin ity for signs of an en em y’s a p­ 
proach. 
D u ring these tim es the hear is 
very qu iet and as still as death itself, 
w ith eyes apparen tly closed, thou gh 
really a corner of each is kept open, and 
in this w ay he hopes the seal w ill take 
him for a heap of snow, an appearance 
w hich his coat readily helps him to a s­ 
su me. 
D u rin g the naps he creeps forw ard 
w ith greater or less rapidity, according 
to his nearness to the seal and conse­ 
qu en t fear of 
b eing 
heard or 
seen. 
When b u t 10 or 12 yards away, an d the 
seal is in the depths of a good nap, the 
b ear ru shes u pon him and w ith a single 
b low of b is pow erfu l paw knocks the 
sm aller b ru te senseless and so far aw ay 
from the hole tha t he cannot escape b y 
tha t w ay, even if the b low received is 
not im m ediately fatal. 
Iu w in te r tim e the ico is covered w ith 
snow, and this is hollow ed ou t b y the 
seal intoasnow hou .se, covering the b » le 
in the ice and connecting at the top of 
the dom e w ith an apertu re ab ou t the 
size of a shilling, called the b lowhole, 
for it is throu gh this tha t the seal 
b reathes w hen he is in w an t of fresh air. 
H ere the b ear w atches for m any a 
long hou r if necessary, and w hen the 
snorts of the seal are heard he cru shes 
in the fragile dom e of the snowhou se 
w ith his paw, im palin g the seal on his 
cu rved claws, and proceeds to pra c ti­ 
cally d em onstrate how polar b ears can 
su b sist
